GENERAL LOGAN. 


The Lead Hero Laid to 
Rest. 


THE IMl’KESSIVE CEREMONIES 


The List ol' Distinguished l’all 
Renters—A Guard Placed 
Over His Tomb.

W a s h i n g t o n , December 
3 1 . — The 
sleet storm of last night, which thickly 
enameled the pavements, gave place this 
morning to a heavy fog that was almost 
a rainfall. Two inches of thawing snow 
and ice, which covered the ground, 
made the marching and all outdoor ex­ 
ercise a thlug to be dreaded. 
However, 
great crowd* made their way from early 
morning toward the Capitol to view the 
remains of 


THE DEAD STATESMAN. 
The time of lying in state was too 
short to give opportunity for all to pass 
by. At eleven o’clock the doors wore 
closed to the general public, and, while 
two ranks of Grand Army men tiled on 
either Bide of the bier, the undertaker 
olosed the lid of the casket. A belated 
delegation of friends from Chicago ar. 
rived a few minutes later, and the casket 
wuB reopened to enable them to take a 
last look at the body. At 12:10 the pall­ 
bearers took their placos and convoyed 
the casket to the Senate chamber. 


THE MOURNVUL CEREMONIES, 
The hall of the Benito was tastefully, 
though not elaborately draped aud tho 
chair of the dead Senator, the second of 
the innermost row from the center aisle, 
covered with crape. The clerk’s 
leak was almost hidden in a bank of 
floral emblems, flanked on the right anti 
left respectively by a huge banner of 
white aud an immense representation of 
the Fifteenth army corps. Two or three 
hundred chairs bad been ^arranged in 
rows for the accommodation of those 
ho had been invited to do honor to the 
deceased. 
The Senators came in singly or in 
pairs and took tho seats assigned them 
to the right of the piesitliug officer’s 
desk, leaving tho threu frsnt rows va­ 
cant. At a quarter before twelve, clad 
their silken robes of office, entered 
Chief Justice Waite aud Associate .I us- 
tices Brail ley. Gray, Field and Mat­ 
thews, together with the officers of the 
Supreme Court and took the seats as­ 
signed them to the right of the presid­ 
ing officer’s desk. 
Behind them carné 
the members of tbe House of Repre­ 
sentatives headed by Tbe officers df that 
body, and were conducted to their seats 
in the rear chamber. The members of 
the diplomatic corps, many of whom 
came in dress-uuiforms, 
were 
ush­ 
ered to 
seats 
upon the right anil 
behind them came the representatives 
of the administration, .Secretaries Bay­ 
ard, Endicott and Whitney, and Attor­ 
ney-General Garland, who were placed 
in the front row upon tbe right. 
The 
President . was not able to be present, 
and the chair assigned him was loft va* 
cant. 
The galleriés were thorougLly 
filled. The seats reserved for the fam­ 
ily of the President were occupied by 
Mrs. Cleveland, Mrs. Folsom, Mrs. Vi­ 
las, Mr*. Manning and Mrs. Laraont. 
At 12 o’clock, a hush fell over the 
assimhlage, and as tbe procession of 
mourners entered the north door of the 
Chambers, every occupant of a seat up­ 
on the floor, rose to his feet. 
Mrs. 
Logan, heavily veiled, was supported 
by her sou, Major and Mrs. Tucker, 
aud their sou Logan Tucker. 
Cornel­ 
ius and James V. Logan, brothers of 
the General, Miss Andrews, the affi­ 
anced of John Logan, Jr., aud Mary 
Brady, a cherished friend of the family, 
aud for years n member of the house­ 
hold, composed the rest of the mourn- 
ng procession. They were ushered to 
seats upon the left front. 
Following 
the mourners came the funeral proces­ 
sion, headed by Rev. Dr. Newman, offi­ 
ciating clergyman, Rev. Dr. Butler, 
Chaplain of the Seuate, Bishop An­ 
drews, of the M. E. Church, aud Rev. 
Dr. O. H. Tiffdtny, of Philadelphia. 
The honorary pall-bearers were Gen­ 
eral Sherman, Rosooe Conkling, Senator 
Stanford, 
Postmaster-General 
Vilas, 
Gen. Lucius Fairohild, M. C. H. An­ 
drews, Col. Grant, Dr. McMillan and 
Gen. John Black. They wore sashes of 
black, with shoulder knots of. black and 
white ribbons. They formed in two 
lines as they came within the bar, be- 
ween which passed the pall-bearers of 
tbe Grand Army men, beariug the 
casket. Tho Congressional Committee 
wore wide sashes of white. The honor­ 
ary pall-bearers and committee were 
conducted to seats on the left of the 
center. Senator Sherman and Spe ikcr 
Carlisle occupied chairs at the Presi­ 
dent’s desk. TI10 solemn services were 
begun by the reading of the ninetieib 
Psalm by Bishop Andrews, Dr. Butler 
read as a burial service a portion of 
fifteenth Corinthians, 
Prayer was of­ 
fered by Dr. Tiffany and the funeral 
sermón was delivered by Dr. Newman, 


TO T1IE TOMB. 
At tho close of the fnueral oration the 
be iediction was said, aud then at tbe 
word of the occupant of tho chair, the 
funeral procession reformed in assigned 
order and filed out of the Senate chain- 
ber on the plaza. To the east of the 
Capitol were ranged the carriages which 
were to bear the various committes aud 
invited guesta to the cemetery. 
Behind 
these were the military organizations 
which were to form an escort. 
The oasket was placed in the hearse, 
and the military came to 
“ preaeut 
arms.” Then the invited guests were 
conducted to th# carriages und beaded 
by the Marine baud, playing dirges, tue 
procession commenced its march to the 
barial ground. 
At the head of the procos9ion rode 
Lieutenant-General Phil A. Sheridan, 
in his full uniform, covered by his mili­ 
tary cloak, with one end thrown over 
his shouluer. 
He was followed by four 
members of his staff in line, and they 
by a band of artillery, with muffled 
aud crape-covered yuus, playing a fu­ 
neral inarch. Tbe gnus and caissons 
of the batteries moved in double line, 
and the dismounted artillerymen, with 
their red-lined 
oloaks thrown back, 
marehed in platoons as infantry. The 
marines were headed by their band and 
the drum crops, aud carried arms re­ 
versed, as did the militia organizations, 
which came naxt. The colors of all of 
the organizations were furled and draped 
in blaok. The Grand Army delegations, 
together with six carriages oontainini 
the 
mouraefa, 
clergymen 
and “ 
bearers preoeded the hearse. This 
d»*wn by four spirited black hoi 
wivered almost 
trappings am 


center of a hollow tqnori*, funned hy its 
Grand Army escort. A long double line 
of carriages closed the processiou. The 
broad streets were kept clear of crowds 
by the police, but the sidewalks through 
out the populous part of tho city were 
thronged despite the torribly inclement 
weather. When the limit of the asphalt 
paved street was passed, the muddy, 
slush covered roads proved to ba almost 
impassable for pedestrians, and many of 
tbo->e who started dropped out of line 
and returned. 
At 3:40 o’clock the large ball at the 
Cemetory began to toll aud the head of 
the procession paused slowly through the 
entrance to the accompaniment of a 
fnueral air from tbe artillery band. Gen. 
8heridan, accompanied by an orderly, 
came iu advanco and took u p a position 
at tbe tomb, where he was joined by 
Gen. Ordway and stuff. 
The procession wound slowly along 
beneath the durk evergreen arches and 
the artillery formed a line in front of 
tho tomb until the first of the carriages 
lIhio up, they theu formed fours and 
followed by the military oontioseut took 
up their position in the road tft the 
north of the tomb. The pall bearers 
alighted and took their places outlie 
footwalk, while the hearse slowly turned 
the road at the foot of the hill. The 
Marine band, posted opposite the tomb, 
played “Nearer My Goa to Thee,” and 
with little delay the casket was re­ 
moved and placed on the bier at the eu- 
trance to the vault. 
By this time the 
occupants of the carriage* had alighted 
and remained standing ou the footwalk. 
The carriages containing the immediate 
members of the dead Senator’s family 
drove up and took a position directly in 
front of the tomb. Johu A. Logan, Jr., 
alighted but Mrs. Logan remained in the 
carriage 
throughout 
the ceremony. 
Standing near the head of the casket, 
Department Chaplain Swallow began to 
read the burial service of 'the G. A. R. 
The scene was very imuressive. 
Surrounding the casket stood 
the 
members of the Cabinet of high rank, 
and the gray-haired veterans of the 
war, with uncovered heads, while m a 
low but distinct voice the Chaplain read 
the simple hut solemn service*. 
When 
he had finished 
Rev. Dr. Newman 
stepped forward and in an imptessive 
manner delivered the Lord’s prayer, and 
conclu lc<r with a benediction. 
The 
band began to play softly as the pall 
bearers stepped forward and bore the 
casket into the vault. Soauds of lamen­ 
tation were beard from the mourner’s 
carriage. 
The trumpeter i standing at 
tbe entrance of the tomb raised the in­ 
strument to hi9 lips and broke tho dead 
silence with “ taps’ (light» out). The 
casket was then uncovered^ and some of 
the dead Senator’s relative* and friends 
passed through tbe cutranoe cud took a 
lust look at bis features. After a few 
moments the cover was replaced and 
the case enclosing tbe cnakot was fast­ 
ened with thumb-serews. 
Meanwhile 
the 
many 
military 
organizations 
had 
taken 
up 
their 
homeward 
arch, and the carriages followed rapidly, 
with the exception of ttiat occupied by 
Mrs. Logan and her son, which re­ 
mained long enough to enable her to 
give some directions to dtputy Sergeant 
at Anns, Christy, regarding the dis­ 
position of some of the flowers. The 
remainder of the floral deoorations were 
couveyed to the tomb, completely cover­ 
ing the casket, the key grated ¡n the 
iron door and the illustrious dead was 
left in aptitude.

deputy 
Sergeant- 
nt-Arnis Christy calltd upon General 
Hunt, Governor of the Soldiers’ Home, 
and suggested the propriety of Laving a 
guard of houorover the remain. Gen­ 
eral Hunt at once called for volunteers 
from residents at the Home, und in a 
short time a number of veterans re­ 
sponded to the invitation. 
The volun­

HIS RESTING PLACE. 
Rock Creek Cemetery, in which the 
body of the deceased Senasor will tem­ 
porarily rest, ad joins the Soldiers’ Home 
'rounds, and is the oldest burial ground 
a the district, having been so used 
since 1718. 
A number of 
moguifi- 
ceut forest 
trees 
shade the glebe 
surrounding the ancient Rock Creek 
church. 
Hutchinson’s vault facesthe 
west and Word’s at a turn in the wind­ 
in g ‘road about 100 feet north of the 
chapel, The vault is a plain massive 
structure of white marble, the front re­ 
lieved by polished red granite pillars, 
surmounted by gracefully cut Corinthian 
apitals. 
The case which was to 
coutaiu the casket had been placed 
iu the public vault near, by but was 
taken ont and placed iu Hutchinson's 
vault, with the head toward the north 
before the arrival of the funeral cortege. 
It is made of highly polished Spanish 
oedar, with plain panelling and bur­ 
nished copper trimmiugs. 
On the plate 
is engraved the words; “Jolm A. Logan, 
U. S. Senator.”

The excursion peo­

Iowa Girl

Womanhood—Story of a July Storm In 
1881—A Young Heroine In a Hurrl- 


To-day a t the house of a mutual friend ) 
met a Nineteenth century heroine—a young 
girl who wears upon her breast a massive 
gold medal that waa presented to her by the 
legislature of the state of Iowa some years ago 
as a mark of its appreciation of her wonder­ 
ful coinage and presence of mind. Tall, 
erect and well proportioned, with her dark, 
bright eyes, rosy cheeks and ciearly-cut 
features, form ing a charming picture of 
strong, true American womanhood, Kate 
Shelley, of Boone, la., is a girl that any 
father or any state might be proud of. 
She 
is to-day 21 years old, but she was only 10 
when by an act of daring bravery she won 
the admiration and gratitude of the people of 
her native state and made her name famous 
among them. 
About dark on July 6, 1881, a wind and 
rain storm of unparalleled severity buret over 
Kate Shelley's home, in the country near 
Honey creek.

Several subscriptions were started 
for her benefit, and if money is ever an ade­ 
quate recompense for such heroism she has 
been well rewarded for her brave conduct 
Tho legislature voted tb at a medal should be 
given her to commemorate her daring act 
and appointed a special committee to prest at 
i t —Cor.

Borne London w ater is even now-—well, let 
os say, trying to the constitution—after it 
has been stored for a month er so in a filthy 
water butt. 
But no length of Btorage will, 
in our happy climate, breed tho “rishta,” that 
horrible worm found aluo iu parts of west 
Africa, and taken long ago over to tho ne w 
world. 
Old Jenltinson, who in 1858, being in 
the Russian service, sailed over the Caspian 
and made his way to Bokhara, says: “The 
water is very bad; breeding in tbo legs 
worms an ell long. 
If theso break in being 
pulled out, tho patient dies. For all this in­ 
convenience, they are forbidden to drink any 
liquor but water and mars’* milk; and those 
who break this law arc whipt through the 
m arket; yea, if only a man’s breath smells of 
spirits ho shall have a good drubbing." 
It Ls not quito so bad as Jenkinson said; but 
If the “rishta” docs break, all the little worms 
inside it 6preud through the body, and the 
sufferer gets full of ulcers, which takes months 
to heal. The native barbers use a needle and 
and their thum b to squeeze it out. The Rus­ 
sian doctors wind it out on a reel, ho much a 
day, till the whole is extracted. 
It varies 
from three to seven feet in length I How does 
it get in? Why, the little pools are full of a 
very small gray crustacean (the “cyclops,”) 
whose color makes him almost invisible. Men 
swallow these, and they are pretty sure to be 
infested with “rishta" germs, which, finding 
in the human stomach a good place for their 
development, develop accordingly, and work 
their way to tho skin. I wonder if Dr. Lands- 
dell gave the Bokhariots a hint about boiling 
their water, not once only, but (as Professor 
Tyndall recouunonds) twice at losst, bo as to 
kill the germs which have escaped the first 
boiling.—All the Y ear Round.

Loa 
Houk, and he was kept with the regiment 
through the lufluenoe of the commissioned 
officers, who made it to his interest to re­ 
main.

Whether he was in sympathy with 
the man to be shot or not, his fife wailed 
out such a pitiful cry of grief, such ex­ 
pressions of heart-break th at the heads of 
more than half the men In the regiment 
went down with a sob. 
“There was something In thé muslo so 
like a woman’s cry, so full of a more than 
man’s tenderness that the man who waa 
in a few minutes to be shot raised his head 
and stepped more proudly, as though 
some one had spoken to him words of 
sympathy and encouragement, He went 
along the line beyond with a step in which 
there was more of a soldier’s pride than he 
had ever exhibited before, and when other 
bands took up the plaintive muslo It waa 
observed that he listened closely for tha 
sound of the fife still walling, wailing in 
speaking tenderness. That waa twenty- 
four years ago, but I can hear the sound 
of that fife ringing in my ears yet"—Inter 
Ocean “Curbstone Crayons."

HOMELESS CHILDREN. 


SHOULD THEY BE 
PERMANENTLY 
SHELTERED IN ASYLUMS! 


Or Ik s e li They aS Obm be Flaoad la

Delinquent*. 


An address lately delivered before the 
national conference of charities and cor­ 
rection at S t Paul, Minn., by Mr. William 
P. Latch worth of New York, contains 
some very Interesting statlatloa. 
Mr. 
Letchworth la tha president of the New 
York state board of charities, and the sub­ 
ject upon which he spoke, the “Children 
of the State,” Is one with which he has 
mads himself thoroughly familiar. 
Ths whole number of children nnder 10 
years of age in ths United States is given 
as “80,048,699. Of these, aooording to the 
census of 1880, there were 61,001 la the 
foundling 
asylums, orphan 
asylums, 
other establishments for homeless and 
destitute children, and the Juvenile re­ 
formatories of ths different states, nearly 
one-half of whom, or 80,888, were In New 
York institutions. The os nans also gava 
the total number of Idiots In the United 
States as 76,680; blind, 46,600; deal matea, 
83,878. Of theae defectivos, 160,701 in all, 
only 10,064 were in eduoatlonal institu­ 
tions other than day schools The New 
England states had a population of 4,841 
blind persons, and only one publio insti­ 
tution for their Instruction, containing 98 
inmates. There were no schools tor deaf 
mutes in New Hampshire and Vermont, 
and noae to t the Mind nor the deaf in 
New Jersey, Delaware, Florida or Ne­ 
vada. 
HOMELESS AND DESTITUTE. 
With respect to homeless and destitute 
children, the question arises whether 
they should be permanently sheltered In 
asylums or at once plaoed in families by 
adoption, Indenture or verbal agreement. 
Mr. Letchworth wonld follow the sensible 
plan of sendiug ont those lit to go into 
decent homes and keep tha rest in the 
asylum until they are licked into shape. 
As it Is, ths tendency is to reialn the 
children too long In asylums w ho» man­ 
agers take a pride In mere numbers, tor 
the more they have the more important 
their function appears. This Is one of the 
great avila of 
oharitable 
enterprises 
generally. The larger the show they sea 
make the greater the amonnt of atten­ 
tion they can attract and of money they 
can obtain: for even In the conduct of 
charities there is sometimes, it not often, 
a good deal of humbug. 
Protracted 
asylum Ilfs, too. Is bad tor the youn~, and 
may utterly unfit them for tha struggle 
they must eventually go through In the 
oatelde world. 
Of recent yean the English and Scotch 
system of boarding ont, as It la called, 
has been tried to some extent in Massa­ 
chusetts, Pennsylvania and In ths vicinity 
of this city; but the trouble with It la th at 
tha boys and girls boarded ont art distin­ 
guished as paupen among those with 
whom they associate, for their mainten­ 
ance Is paid for by public or private char­ 
ity, and they are badly handicapped In the 
race of life. Children who are sent into 
famlllee to be adopted or nnder indenture 
do not suffer from such disadvantages, 
and tbeir chances of advancement are con­ 
sequently greater. 
Besides, if the state 
adopts the plan of paying board, people 
will refuse to take pauper children with­ 
out recorn menae. It Is not a good system 
for this country. 
THE BLIND AND THE DEAF. 
Mr. Letchworth argues in behalf of 
fw ther provision for ths instruction of 
the blind and the deaf, though he is of 
the opinion that oar exiating institutions 
for them compare favorably with +hoae 
of Europe. But he does not fa vor the pro­ 
ject, which haa been several times before 
our state lelslature, of a state asylum for 
the sdnlt blind. 
Give them Instruction 
that will help them to self-support, be 
wisely argues, and than let them take 
their part In the w ork of the community. 
In asylums they will remain throughout 
their Uves dependent and lncapabla of 
self-reliance. 
The Instruction of the ldlotio, or feeble 
minded, has produced resalte whloh have 
been surprisingly successful, and there­ 
fore hs would foster and extend It, and In 
needful cases would continue the pro­ 
tection of the state after the school age 
was passed. As to juvenile delinquents, 
so called, he would have more care token 
In separating the bad cases from those 
which are less depraved, so th at gradua­ 
tion from a house of refuge should not 
put s brand upon a boy. To th a t end he 
would put hardened criminal yonth In 
distinct institutions, while children sim­ 
ply unfortunate should be placed under 
different Influences and amid better as­ 
sociations. The reform schools, too, he 
thinks are too large for ths proper care 
of their inmates, and he oalls for more 
careful supervision to prevent ths com­ 
mitment of children to booses of refuge 
•n frivolous charges.—New York Son.

Beginning with the most common 
branohes of farming, it is found th at 
Inst year 
Ibero were seeded in Los 
Angeles oounty 250,000 acres. 
A bout 
100,000 aeres were in w h e a t/a n d the 
otbor 150,000 in barley, but a very oon 
aiderahle quantity of this latter was cnt 
for hay. 
The product of th is was in 
round 
numbers 
1,000,000, sacks 
of 
grain. The wheat ia, for th e most part, 
shipped to Europe, but the barley ia 
either consumed here or shipped to the 
territorios. 
The total consumption of 
barley is about 50,000 buehels a month. 
There are a t the moment held in a few 
hands, in this eonnty, 600,000 saeks 
of barley, and 200,000 sacks of w heat.

reaped along tho moist lands of th e river 
bottoms. 
A good doal of thia is used 
■iei o for foediug hogs, oto, and a good 
deal is shipped to Sau Francisco. 
Other 
large fodder crops arelraised here, includ­ 
ing the whole pumpkin tribe, and the 
famous California crop of alfalfa. 
The 
alfalfa ia like clovar in some respects. 
The crop is cut as many aa six times a 
year, and will turn off sunnally twelve 
tons per acre and upwards. 
LKUCMIN003 CHOPS, 
L p to this time there is littlo done in 
gatden vegetables beyond th at for home 
consumption. 
But from the plebeian 
potato to the m ire aristocratic cauli­ 
flower, aud the yoarmcCs okra, th e pea, 
the string bean, Lima ditto, tom ato, 
cabbage, egg plant, and the entire legu­ 
minous plaut family flourish in th e soil 
and climate of this county to a degree 
not equalled in that of any other aeotion. 
These crops grow and m ature not merely 
at one period in the twelve m onths of 
the year, but, tht.re is not a month in 
the year when there m ay not ba g ath ­ 
ered from o u r gardons in a perfect state, 
crop after crop in a continuous series 
maturing every day in the 365 of the 
year. 
There ú not a shadow of doubt 
th at in a few yi-ars there will develop 
here a great industry in this lineman I 
th at there will go to the east from here 
vegetables of all sorts in car-loads, later 
to be developed into train-loads. 
All 
w inter long tho east is dependent on a 
stock of vegetables from cellars and pits 
in th e gardena. 
However good this may 
be when cached in the fall, by the time 
the winter is half passed the quality ia 
dtcidedly off, and by the late spring it 
is at best un unpalatable me-s. 
Tbo 
fresh, crisp, new ietiuce, cabbage, cauli­ 
flower, pena and polaloes of this section 
ii udt t' such circii instances would be a 
great boon to the deuixens of the frozen 
zone from St. Louis to Maino. 
THE DECIDUOUS} FRUITS. 
Here is another branch of husbandry 
still in its infancy, but w hich will grow 
to giant proportions. 
The product of 
tbe country, up to the preseut time is 
all ntibzsd here either for local con­ 
sumption, or by the 
local cauuers 
and dryers. 
As the country^ia now 
developing 
all 
grown 
in 
the 
country is soarcoly sufficient to meet 
this home demand. 
L ast year th e crop 
being entail there waa not euongh to 
keep the cunanmer'a working to their 
fall capacity. 
The plant muy be g reat­ 
ly enlarged and yet th e product will 
hardly keep paco withAbe^ grow th of 
tbe population. 
Bifore this point ia 
passed and lbere ia aiiy surplus of dc­ 
c duous fruits, there will have been de­ 
veloped a trade in these commodities 
with the eastern states th at will absorb 
it all at good prices. 
California will be 
the fruit girdeu of the whole Union, and 
our produots will g j to every city by 
tho hundreds of tons. 
There is an endless variety of fruit 
grown here. 
The spplo, pear, prune, 
plum, peach, nectariue, apricot persim­ 
mon (tho Japanese variety) the quine?, 
the enrront, gnosa berry, cherry, black­ 
berry, 
raspberry and strawberry all 
take most kindly to tbo soil and cli­ 
m ate of thia region. 
TIIE VARIOCA NUTS 
Used as food by man and known as 
merchantable commodities by th e civil­ 
ized world grow hero. 
Farmers grow 
rich raising the so called English w al­ 
nut. 
The American w alnut wrhito or 
black will grow here, ao will tbo b u tter­ 
nut. 
The pecan flourishes, hers and 
will before many years have passed bo 
know naaoneof the most prolific and 
profi able crops in the land. 
\ 
-ides 
the profit from the sale of tho fruit tero 
will be a rich reward to other ga. ora­ 
tions in the trees. 
There are other industries only in 
their inception, but which will by and 
bye becomo soarces ef rem arkable profit 
O'ive culture, for both oil-making aud 
S 
ickling will engage th e attention of a 
trge num ber of people. 
T he day is not 
far distant when acres, hundreds and 
thousands of them will dot th e landscape 
of Los Angeles county, all covered wish 
riuu forests of nut trees cf various sorts, 
and alternating with these will be found 
others where the olive tree with its dark 
fulinge will make the land tho rival oí 
tho most favored parts of Italy in tbe 
rich beauty of its foliage. 
Figs form still another branoh of hus­ 
bandry from whioh will flow large profits 
into the pocket* of th e orchardists. 
Fruit of this class fully equal to any* 
thing imported front Smyrna, will be 
grown bore and in abundanee to supply 
the cutiré Uuited States. 
Fresh figs in 
tbe summer, are one of th e moat delic­ 
ious dishes known to experts in the 
m atter of diet. 
They will bo conveyed 
aeróse the onntinent in tons to supply 
eastern m arkets. The fruit will be cured 
and packed aa it b in Europe and sent 
east in th a t shape. 
VINITAMM AND THKIR PRODUCTS. 
W h ile other branches of fruit-grow ing 
w ill demand a 
attention, 


the glory of Los Angeles will be her 
vineyards. 
In variou» forms the grape, 
its cultnre and handling, will oall for 
■or* bauds and money than any other 
crop. 
In a recent telegram from New 
York, the views of a certain fruit dealer 
are gven aa follow»: 
"H . 8. Dewey, of the wine houso of 
Dc-wey ft Bon hero, in an interview to 
day regarding the high prices charged 
for California grapes in thia city, said: 
'There is really no good roason why we 
should not have the beautiful Flaming 
Tokays nit-! Black Hamburg* retailed all 
through tho season at from twelve to 
fifteen cents per pound. 
Some man 
w ith pluck and energy could tako bold 
of the enterprise, organize it properly 
and make a fortune oat of it, while sup­ 
plying the public wi<h the best and most 
healthful fruit that grows.’ Mr. Everett, 
of the fruit house of M ihe ft Everett, 
said: 
‘The trouble ia th at there is no 
organization in tbe busiues* at proseot. 
Tiiere ia no one in the m arket who buys 
California grapes outright and sells them 
a t reasonable advances. 
All tbe grapes 
sold here arc handled on commission at 
every stop of tbe way from tho grower 
in California to the hawker in th e streets. 
Lat a company be organized wbioh will 
keep its agents among the California 
vineyards 
supplied 
w ith 
fnnds and 
ready to buy on tbe >pot with cash, and 
then let grapes be Drought here by 
quiek freight and sold directly to retail­ 
ers. 
There will not only be enormous 
profit in it but business far beyond that 
done by the largest commission bouses 
in New York during thesoason.’J’ 
There is not one word of exaggeration 
or romance in th a t paragraph. 
W hen­ 
ever responsible parties take hold of tho 
m atter, men w ith capital and reputation 
in busineas, who can go to the transpor­ 
tation companies and say to them, I 
want near a day, or 10 oar loads Mon­ 
day, or some other specific day in the 
week, and from th at up to a train a day, 
the railroads will 
meet such peopls 
more than half way, and furnish all 
necessary facilities for the handling ot 
grapes fcr the eastern m arkets. The 
same ie as true of other fruits, and of 
the vegetables of Los Angeles. 
That 
day will come too before loug, and 10 or 
15 cars a weok aud from th at number 
up to as m any loads a day will b9 
shipped across the 
continent 
direct 
to feed the millions on the other side 
with California grapes, cto. 
The dealers 
there aro becoming 
awake to thece 
fan1.», and it is a mere question of time 
wheu these things shall bo done. 
Besides the grapes sild in a natural 
state there is iho raisin orop of Los 
Angeles county 
whioh 
now 
yields 
ab^ut 200,000 boxes. W hat maybe doue 
by proper handling is well illustrated in 
this produot. Since Win. T. Coleman ft 
Co , became interested in it tbe mar­ 
kets of the east lost have beeu opened; the 
California raisins have entered on their 
solid merits, and are beating the Span­ 
ish goods all hollow.

county. 
Tito orange will always hold 
its own ns the most fascinatiug crop that 
grows, both for the romance that has 
surrounded the fruit since the diys of 
the golden apples of the Henperidea, and 
also for the great profits derived from 
this noblest of frnii bearing trees. 
The entire orange output of Southern 
California is about 2,030 to 2,500 car­ 
loads. 
Los Angeles county yields nrtcli 
more than half of these. 
The Ban Ga­ 
briel valley turns out oue-ltulf of all the 
orauges of tbe 8tate. 
Tbe above is av»ry remarkable exhibit. 
For variety aud rinltuess the world has 
nothiug like it. 
Add lo this tbo wealth 
of petroleum and of metals pro luced 
from this county, and the commerce and 
arts of the civilized earth will find nearly 
every article in «lis lists to command 
fioni this single spot. 
Tho output of oil 
is now noarly 200 barrels a day, and it is 
constantly increaaiog. 
The tniuing in­ 
dustries of tlii-s region are scarcely be 
gun, but they will greatly incr<aa.«e, and 
will mako a groat showing in a few 
years.

T he Los Angeles and Santa Monioa 
R. R. Co., was organized in January to 
oonstruot .A Railroad .from Los Aegel 
to a suitable point on the Bay of 8auta 
Monica. A fter surveying several lines 
they tiually settled on Ballons Lake as be­ 
ing tha terminal p oint at the ocean and 
commenced making arrangoinents with 
the several land owners at or noar the 
lake, whioh proved a very alow under­ 
taking.

The Bollona H arbor aud improvement 
company was formed in November w ith 
a o ip ital stock of $300,000 which has 
all beeu taken aud this company has con­ 
tracted to open th e Harbor and con­ 
struct the Railroad to Los Angeles form­ 
ing a 
very im portant connection be- 
tweon Los Angel a nnd deep water at 
Port Balloua.

has let 
d e tra c ts to responsible firms in Han 
Frsnciioo for the tiling of the channel 
and wharfs, aa well as for tho dredgiug 
of tho channel and lake bo vessels oan 
enter about the First of May, 1887. 
T he benefits to be derived from il“ 
opening of thia new harbor by tbe 
tire oounty o f Loa Angeles ia beyon* 
ealoulatioa aa it w ill open op a ch an nel 
inviting th e com m ercial interests of i\ 
w orld to eator.

T he whole amount of money expend­ 
ed during tbe year in the purchase a id 
improvement of grounds, erection of 
houses, planting of vineyards and orch­ 
ards, making wells and tonuels. laying 
w ater pipes auil makicg reservoirs, erect­ 
ing public buildings in the city and

Orme, President of tbe State 
Board of H ealth, at the N inth Biennial 
mooting of the State Board, presented a 
very valuable paper on th e Climatology, 
and Diseases of Southern California, 
from whioh moat of the facts contnined 
in this article have been reproduced 
nearly verbatim. 
Ite length only pre­ 
vented ita entire reproduction in these 
columna. 
T he statistics regaading the 
m ortality nnd birtha in thia city have 
been taken partially from the yearly re­ 
port of D r. Baker, H ealth Officer, Loa 
Angeles: 
TOPOORAPAY. 
T he territory to which thia inquiry ia 
restricted, embraces the 
counriea of 
Santo Barbara, Ventura, Loa Angeles, 
Ban Bernardino, and San Diego. 
I t comprises an irregular outline ex­ 
tending about from latitude 323 30' to 35* 
40' and from longitude 37* to 43* 40'. 
In 
the direction of the parallels ita extreme 
width ia 330 miles, and ita extrem e 
length 230 miles. Its coast lino following 
the indentions, 
measures about 330 
miles. 
. 
Four of the five counties have a wide 
exposure to the sea; and but one of the 
five, viz.: San Bernardino, is entirely in ­ 
land. 
Two-thirds of th e coast line of 
Ban Barbara county, and about one-half 
of Los Angeles county preaentda south­ 
erly exposure. 
The remaining portion 
of the entire coast line faces wea erly or 
southw esterly. 
Between the most east­ 
erly point of the coaat and the moat 
westerly, there ia a distance of 215 
miiea. 
The western part of this region ia 
traversed by low ranges of mountains, 
having an average altitude of 3500 to 
6000 feet. 
A few of th e highest peaks 
exceed 7000 feet in altitude; the culm i­ 
nating peak, M ount San Bernardino, 
reaches to a height of 11,600 feet above 
sea love1. 
These m ountain ranges Lu­ 
cióse a num ber of small but fertile val­ 
leys, a few of which arc settled. 
All of 
them are canable of supporting a popu­ 
lation of moderate density. 
The eastern portion consists of an arid 
and tolerable level tract, usually called 
th e Mojave Desert. A small portion of 
this in the extreme southern part of the 
State ia known as tbe Colorado Desert. 
I t is separated from th e form er by a few 
isolated ridges wbieh form the sonthem 
rem nant of the San Bernardino M oun­ 
tains. 
T he western part of this arid 
region has an altitude of 2000 feet, the 
central and eastern parts are much lower 
and in several places are below th e sea 
level. 
Two of these depressions, Death 
Valley, and the sink of the San Felipe 
river, are about 400 feet bel<A the sea. 
The lowest poiut on the Southern Pa­ 
cific roailroad through 
the Colorado 
desert is twenty-six miles east of Indio, 
or five miles west of Doe Palmas; this ia 
tw o hundred and sixty-six feet below 
th e sea level.* From this poiut the 
ground falls off south, until reaching a 
point half a mile distant, tbe level bot­ 
tom of the desert in tho form of a salt bed 
is found; this is two hundred And eighty 
feet bsiuw the sea. 
This is where the 
Liverpool" salt 
company are 
d f rating, aud have their worki. 
\ But by far the most im portant part of 
a 


nthem California is the western slope 
the coast rauge of mountains, which, 
from a narrow strip in the north, widens 
to a broad plain in the south. 
It area is materially increased also by 
th e valleys of num eron* short rivers 
which traverse the m onutain ranges and 
flow towards the ocean. 
This region is 
possessed of wonderful fertility, and is 
capable of supporting a denser popula­ 
tion than any other part of California. 
T he eonditions of soil and climate are 
such, th at it will produce almost any 
crop th a t can be giown between the lat­ 
itudes of Lake M anitoba and Key W est. 
I t is this region which we shall chiefly 
oousider in speaking of Southern Cali­ 
fornia. 
In Southern California, as on the 
Pacific Coast generally, the rainfall oc­ 
curs almost wholly during the winter 
months. 
A few scattering showers oc- 
ovr in November hud December; heavier 
rains fall daring th e following three 
months, especially during February and 
Maroh. 
Ttiere are occasional rains in 
April, and rarely in M ay. 
In the m oun­ 
tains, however, there are at times heavy 
mists, and even dashes of rain. 
The average rainfall of the sonthem 
part of the State may be seen from the 
following table. 
Of the five stations 
mentioned, Banta Barbara and San Diego 
are on th e ooast; Los Angeles is about 
seventeen miles inland. 
San Bernar­ 
dino about sixty miles inland. Ym na is 
situated in the heart of the arid basin 
region, the town ia ju st over the line in 
Aricona (old Fort Yum a ia in California.) 
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Beyond this belt, a t the crest which 
separates the Paci.is Slope for the C rest 
Banin, the air through - •)» the rear is 
dry, pure, and invb 
D ling 
the summer months 1/ 
’.timid­ 
ity is m uch less than m wu.b«i*. 
Tbe 
deposition of dew ceases altogether, and 
the atm osphere becomes very dry. There 
is do decomposition of organic m atter, 
becan-e there are no summer rains. 
As 
a result, the atmosphere is to pure and 
free from orgauic girm s, th at meat ex­ 
posed to the air cures or “ jerks,” but 
does not putrify. 
In the Colorado 
Desert, and even in the high mesa lands 
west of the divide, cnlture fluids such 
as ure used in cultivating bacteria, if 
properly sterilized, often evaporate w ith­ 
out • ‘breaking dow n.” It must be borne 
in mind, however, that this condition, 
although a prevalent on#, id by no 
means universal. There arc many days 
daring the rainy season when the atmos­ 
phere is damp, chilly, and depressing. 
There may also be occasional localities 
where on account of excessive irrigation 
and imperfect draiuage, etc., the atm os­ 
phere is liable to be unwholesome, and 
malaria diseases might prevail. 
Damp 
and chilly days, however, are rare even 
in winter. 
T he prevailing winds of this region 
are generally called “ trade winds.” This 
name may answer for want of a better 
one, but, a s a m atter of fact, the upper 
and prevailing currents of air have more 
the nature of monsoons than of trade 
winds. 
During the winter months the 
prevailing winds are from the south and 
southw est; during the summ er months 
from the north and northw est. 
As a 
general thing local winds assert them' 
selves all over this part of the State, and 
in fact, throughout tbe Pacific Coast. 
Thus along tb e coast the land and sea 
breezes are nearly always to be fonnd. 
They are very noticeable at Santa Bar­ 
bara, Santa Monica and San Pedro, per­ 
haps less so a t San Diego. During very 
hot days in the interior, a stiff sea 
breeze all along the coast blows inland 
to replace the rising current of hot air. 
As a result, there is not only cool w eath­ 
er along the coast, but the tem ceratere 
of the inland belt is considerably modi­ 
fied. 
This is shown in comparing the 
tem perature of tho region west of the 
great divide w ith that east of it. In the 
former the tem perature rarely reaches 
90' Fahrenheit, while in the latter it fre­ 
quently ranges from 115 to 125' for days 
a ta time. 
A nother health giving, hut extremely 
disagreeable wind, is the “.Santa A na,” 
or “ norther.” This is n hot nnd very 
dry wind, nsnally confined to limited 
localities a few miles inland, bat occa­ 
sionally sweeping over a broad belt of 
country. 
D aring the progress of this 
wind tho air is highly electrified.

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In general th e rainfall of the western 
r 


rt of Southorn California ie sufficient 
produce as m uch as th e soil will stand 
w ithout “ wearing o u t.” 
This «on the 
average will hold good six yoars in seven. 
In the eastern region, wherever w ater 
oan be obtained for irrigation, vegetation 
grows w ith wonderful luxuriance, as 
may be seen in the case of the railway 
•tation a t Indio, in the Calorado desert. 
W ithout artificial irrigation, scarcely 
anything beyond a few species of cactus 
id agave will grow. 
» 
From the preceding it will be seen 
a t the habitable portions of Sonthem 
'alifomia receive b ut a trifle less of 
th an the lower Sacramento Valley, 
considerably more than th e Sun 
o&quiu Valley. 
A more im portant factor th an the 
rainfall, is the relative hum idity of the 
air. This is a m atter somewhat difficult 
to present, as the atmosphere may be 
extremely “ moist” one day, and very 
“ dry" on another, and y et in both cases 
* contain exactly the same amount of 
aqueous vapor. 
The cause, it is hardly 
neoeasary to state, is due to a difference 
in tem perature. 
In the one case the air. 
because of its low tem perature, contains 
nearly or quite all the vapor it can pos­ 
sibly hold. 
In tbe Becoud case, while

the air may contain the same amount 
. or even more of moisture, the air seems 
svstari dl7> 
il" h ‘8h tem perature en­ 
able* it to hold three or four times as 
much vapor as it appeals to contain. 
In Southern California the seasons of 
’ 
air and moist air arc well marked. 
|Ande from these there are belts of 
« n tiy especially liable to heavy fogs. 
From the time of the first rains, the 
__ of country nex4 to the coast is 
ithed In an atmosphere which is tolera* 
moist. 
A t a distance of a few miles 
j the relative hum idity increases— 
i*oq*4 because there is more moisture bat 
- 
pesase the tem perature ia apt to range 
fcrer. 
H ere/h e fogs are heaviest and 


In the western part of Southern C.-li 
fornia, frosts are rare and are confine i 
to th e river bottoms, and tbe higher 
m ounts a altitudes. 
There are exten­ 
sive belts 
where 
th -y never cc.mr. 
Tropical fruits aud exotic plants may 
suffer from drouth, but not from cold. 
I t is also worthy of remark that, al­ 
though the summer days m ay be pleas­ 
antly warm, the nights are invariably 
cool. 
DISEASES. 
Rheumatism is reported as frequent in 
but three localities, and those are noted 
for their westerly exposure and dam p 
sea breezes. 
Santo M aria an 1 Loe A n­ 
geles are the only points where the 
acute form is especially noted. 
Dr. K. 
W . 
H ill, San Buenaventura, reports 
rheumatism common, due to expoanre, 
irregular mode of life- and exhausted 
vitality. 
T he various reports presented 
included a good many caaea of th e m us­ 
cular variety or myalgia. 
T he distinc­ 
tion is that while acute rhenmatfaurfs of 
rare eccuraoce. myalgia is to bs noted 
a t almost every point below the fog line 
nearly every m onth in the year, but 
more frequently daring the rainy season. 
Neuralgias of the bead are le&s frequent 
than myalgia, while sciatica is still leas 
frequent th at the former. 
T he m alarial alF.-ctiona, so essentially 
depend npon local canses—interm ittent 
and rem ittent fevers—are reported as 
frequent in but a single locality, the 
m ining town of Calico; while in the 
majority of 
twenty seven places re­ 
ported they are entirely unknown, or 
very rare. 
In regard to typo-malarial fever. Some 
deny its exiatanoe, while others of equal 
experience from th e same localities re­ 
port its presence. 
W ith the alm ost 
total absence of strictly malarial fevers, 
it seems hardly reasonable th at malarial 
complications should be fonud associated 
w ith typhoid symptoms. 
A nd yet, the 
personal observation cf the writer con­ 
firms tbe reports from several points,that 
occasionally there is to be encountered 
a fever os distinctively typho malarial as 
th at seen in camp during th e late war, 
and so designated by Surgeon J . J . 
W oodward, U. S. A. 
A difference of opinion has been noted 
as to the presencs and prevalence of ty ­ 
phoid fever, though the view is held that 
th e disease is seldom or never seen in 
th is reg on. 
It is reported frequent in 
b a t two localities, viz : Compton and 
Calico; points remote from each other, 
and of widely different climatic pecu­ 
liarities. 
I t might be supposed tn at intestinal 
affections wbuld prevail throughout this 
section by reason of the probable indis­ 
creet use of fruit, but such is not tru­ 
case. 
Diarrhoea is reported frequent at 
San Fedro, probably among the sailors, 
and a t Calic >,among th e miners. Dysen­ 
tery is reported frequent a t Calico, 
doubtless becau e of ¿th e ;iusanitation 
incident to mining communities. 
The 
only other part where it ia reported fre­ 
quent is at Azusa, otherwise one of the 
moat healthfql sections of the State. 
T he great danger to health are open 
ditches where decayed vegetation is a l­ 
lowed to remain, and the water, though 
sparkling and bright, becomes infected 
and finds it way into cisterns. 
T he only deleterious effects resulting 
from fruit are reported nnder the h eal 
of infantile convulsivos, though it is a 
rare affection here, generally due to tbe 
ingestion of u n r ip e oranges. 
Respiratory affections constitute the 
most powerful incentive to immigration 
to this section of the Pacific 
coast. 
There has been a misunderstanding as 
to th e differential diagnosis betw een in­ 
fluenza and citarrhal fever. 
By the for­ 
mer is m eant inflammation of the upper 
air p usages, or commen cold in the 
head; by th e latter, superficial congestion 
of the lower air passages, stopping short 
of bronchitis, yet accompanied by cough, 
sometimes by a frothy mucus or slightly 
m ucopurulent expectoration, and some 
elevation of 
tem perature. 
Here, 
as 
elsewhere, these disturbances may exist 
separately or conjointly; and while oc- 
enring most frequently daring the rainy 
season, they may prevail in a slightly 
epidemic form, apparently independent 
of tbe weather. The mildness of these 
cases seldom demands medical treatm ent. 
I t is noticeable th at one or both of these 
affeotisns constitute m 
p art of the progresa of 
w h ic h nearly all new 


persistent negl'g* •* o f care and proper 
treatm ent during thi*e attacks, w hen 
severe, frequently rem its in the estab­ 
lishment ot 
nvsvl or n«so-pharyngeal 
catarrh. 
This is more particularly true 
of persons residing on damp lands, or in 
localities cxpo«ed to the raw westerly 
sea breiz*. 
Newcomers require to be 
constantly reminded that this is a cool 
rather than a warm country, and th at it 
is vety essential th a t the residents of this 
region wear woollen garm ents next to 
th e »kin all the year, and thus provide 
against the exigencies ef the colde t 
period of the tw enty foar hour*. The 
weight of the woolien may be varied as 
between the w et and dry season, bat it 
if really safsr to make the charge in th e 
weight of th e outer g arm tn'a. 
Croup and laryngismus are of infrv - 
quent occurrence. 
Bronchitis is reported frequent only 
at tbe seaport of Ban Fedro. 
Pneumonia, the scourge of the nation, 
east of the mountains, trom the icy re­ 
gions of the north to the semi-torrid 
regions of the extrem e south, is almost a 
stranger here. 
An occaaioual case of 
lobular pneumonia is reported, but th e 
lobar variety fa rare. 
As'.hma, w hether of the bronchial or 
cardiac variety, seldom originates in th is 
section. 
Many cases coma here for re­ 
lief, and dem ónstrete the obstinate and 
as yet incom prehensible eccentricities of 
th e affection. All of them recover, if 
willing to subm it to the tyranny of the 
climate-hungry neurosis. 
Relief ia not to 
be fonnd in any one locality for all cases. 
Probably Nordhoff sod Colton afford tbe 
environ m eats demanded in the majority 
of instances. 
Hay fever, th e asthm a of many aliase», 
has never been know n to originate here 
T he nearest approach Vo it is in two 
cases of conjunctivitis from rose pollen, 
reported in persons who in the east were 
victims of rose cold. 
As a rale, persons 
who have suffered from this miserable 
affection, enjoy complete imm unity from 
invasion in Southern California. 
The m crtnary record*, whenever ac­ 
cessible, show a greater percentage of 
deaths from pulmonary phthiifa than 
from any other. 
B at the vast m»j *fity 
of these deaths occur among pereoi a 
who have come here already infected, in 
hope of restoration. 
Very few of them 
have resided here so long as one year. 
Tuberculous diseases are rare, among 
the native white population but common 
among the Spani-h portion of residents, 
and this is ascribed to close interm ar­ 
riage through a long series of years A id 
to cbar>ge of 
habits since the o w ­ 
ing 
cf 
the 
Anglo-Americans; 
the 
natives living moro in their 
adobe 
bouses and not so much out of doors as 
formerly. 
They are poorer—perhaps 
uot well nourished; and in many ways 
are not hygienicwlly so favorably si m a t­ 
ed as in tim ei past. 
T hirty or forty 
years s go, tubercular disease was rare 
among them ; now each year it becomes 
more common. 
. 
W ith tbe general absence of toe ac­ 
cepted climatic factors eoncurive to the 
development of phthisis, the physical 
conditions above enum erated m ast be 
recoguixed as the remote cause 4 tbe 
race deterioration in th is «pecific d irec­ 
tion. 
I t is net probable th a t any arrest 
may be expee'ed. The rapid increase 
of the white races has steadily placed 
th e Spanish at disadvantage. 
W ith 
th e inevitable attendant evds of a a im­ 
poverished condition, th e near future 
will probably witness the extinction of 
these earlier occupant a and phtiriv will 
have not. a little to do w ith the finale. 
In-ioor residence, light bouses w hether 
of adobe (mud) or wood, abandonment 
of walking and 
horseback exercise, 
must eventually do for the rich Am eri­ 
can what sim ilar conduct is effecting for 
the poor Spaniard. 
The existence of th e various cardiac 
affections is almost unknown except in 
the case of strangers. 
I t is the ca«e 
w ith 
hepatic 
affections 
though 
disease-* of the liver are to be m et w ith, 
due most frequently to the abuse of 
food and dram drinking. 
Nephritis idiopathic, 
another ter­ 
ro r of the United 6 tat**, north and east 
of the mountains, is not established here 
as one of tbe prevailing disease*, an d 
herever heard of is traced to iatem - 
peracee. 
Tee ordinary contagious affeeti qua are 
almost as inircqnent as tbe nou contagi­ 
ons. 
A nd tn e general 
m ildness of 
tbe attacks, and th e ala* nee of * « n o u 
sequels may here be mentioned. 
Voder the caption “ miscellaneous.'’ 
ti.-oia alone is even occasional. Its pres­ 
ence is by no means infrequent; but it is 
far from being as common as the charla­ 
tans would have their patients believe. 
Indeed it lias been reported th at s o ta 
few specimens, said to have been re ­ 
moved from willing victims, proved to 
be celluloid. 
From the foregoing, it m ay be inferred, 
th at whatever 
m ay be tbe covum-r- 
cial importance of Southern California, 
or its future as tbe center of th e great 
industries which are even now develop­ 
ing in oar midst, its excellence as a 
health resort cannot be exaggerated. 
W ithin a circle of 150 miles, one m ay 
find *pots below th ; sea-level, or w ith 
au elevation 10,000 feet above it; spots 
th at have nightly a heavy fog, and spots 
th at never know a fog; placís sw ept by 
au almost constant breeze, and others 
sheltered from all w ind; the odors an d 
gases from aspfaaltam and petroleum 
springs, o r tbe air of the mountain 
pineries; the scent of tbe orange blossom, 
or the balsamic odor of the plants ot the 
detert. 
DJference* of elevation w hich 
elsewhere one travels a 1000 miles to 
hud, here are found in a radios of fifty 
miles. 
No epidemics have ever visited th is 
part of tb e State, and contagious diseases 
which have been brought here have 
never obtained a foothold. 
I t is, m ore­ 
over, a region of easy access by rail or 
steamer. 
Food of every variety 
is 
abundant, and all th e delicacies and 
comforts required by individuáis are 
readily found. 


T IE MORTALITY IX LOS AXóCUM . 
From th e report of D r. Baker, H ealth 
Officer of the city daring the year 1S65 
1 v*> much th at the paper cf Dr. Orme 
contain*, w dl bs found hem e out by 
the H tcst statistics. 
The Health Officer 
sa y s: 
‘T h e enclosed tabulated state- 
nt gives the num ber of deaths and th e 
different causes. 
M ortality from con­ 
sumption was exceptionally large, d ae 
exclusively to the vast num ber of con­ 
sumptives' who come here.expecting to re­ 
cover, when they were already ia the last 
stages of tbe disease, w ith recovery an 
impossibility and d eath tbe only possi­ 
ble result. 
Nevertheless there are ia 
our midst a very large num ber of invalids 
suffering from pulmonary disease» who 
have been benefited by the clim a'e of 
this county ami find their lives pro­ 
longed by making Loe Aug d es their per­ 
manent home. Th^s caty has, w ith a very 
trifling exception, been fre 
from coo- 
tageoui diseases.~ 
Tbe following m ortality report shows 
the divesses in tiie city from November, 
1SS5, to October, ISáfi, i a d u iv t:

T n o e figure* and tbe charac­ 
ter of the disease* causing th-? casualties, 
chow satisfactorily th at there is no part of 
tbe world where people are so free from 
diseases as this em nty, and th a t if there 
are any death* a t all recorded in this 
favorite region is largely ascribed to the 
fact th at everybody muvt die. 
The statistics 
of 
birtbs 
are by 
no 
means 
satisfactory; 
this being 
doe 
to tbe 
incompleteness of 
tbe 
stata'e* 
regulating 
birth 
re­ 
tares. 
Some 
pbyifcians 
and 
mid­ 
wifes, 
though they 
are 
exceptions, 
do not report accessions to th e popula­ 
tion in the m anner prescribed by law, 
b ecau ? there ie no punishm ent to en­ 
force the proper observation of the 
statute. * Thus, daring the p iriod em­ 
braced in tbe foregoing m ortality report 
only 433 births were reported, when 
the number w as at the very least one- 
third larger. 
T he H ealth Officer thinks 
that proper figures m ight easily be ob­ 
tained, but be has not shown in his re­ 
port th e way to this satisfactorily result, 
and it m ay here be stated that hie en­ 
deavors to achieve such a desideratum 
have been of th e weakest during his 
term of office, and if the real number 
of birtha in Los Ang°les during th e year 
1335 66 is not positively known, we 
have chiefly to thank him for it.

There is no daubt as to whether grow 
ing oranges (good oranges) will pay; tbe 
facta are borne out by the figures for 
last season s crop, as shown on the books 
of tbe Union—that good oranges will 
command first-clam pnces in any market, 
No difference how fnll it may be of in 
ferior fruit; consequently there cannot 
be an orer-production. 
It don’t pay to 
grow poor fruit, and the new oonier, 
and for that matter the old timers, 
should understand that the orange and 
lemon regions, special locality, soil, 
treatment, and an unfailing supply of 
water for irrigation, not that the orange 
should be flooded (many irrigate too 
much), but water must be snre when 
wanted. 
An orange grove can be planted and 
brongbt to five yeara of age, if budded 
just ready to commence bearing, for $350 
per ncre reckoning the raw land with 
water, at $150. At the end of five years 
the receipts should be, on a properly 
E 
lanted orchard, location and soil suita- 
le, with proper attention, $200 per 
acre. 
At eight to ten yeara the receipts 
will be from $300 to $500 per acre. 
These figures are taken from tbe bal­ 
ance sheet of an orohardiat and are cor­ 
rect; just what others can do, who go 
about it right.

The bright sunshine 
pjurs down from a cloudless sky, rays 
warm and invigorating, filling the whole 
area of vision with the most delightful 
cooditious of existence. 
Col. Chas. Crooker, President of the 
California system of R. R. recently visit­ 
ed this region on a business tour for 
his R. R. 
He very concisely and accu­ 
rately set out the present and future of 
this oountry in the following remarks: 
“I must 
candidly 
say that I ain 
thoroughly astonished at the marvelotts 
growth of this section. 
It is only a lit­ 
tle more than a year since I was here 
last; yet the ohauges wrought in that 
time have been very great 
The growth 
seems, as far as I oan discover, to be a 
healthy one and likely to last. 
In fact, 
I should judge that your real boom has 
scarcely commenced, and that the rise 
in values during the next few years will 
be yet greater than it Has been during 
the past. 
The immigration which is 
Souring into this country is of a far 
¡fferent class from that which usually 
settles up the western country. 
Your 
uewoomers are not found searching for 
employment as soon as they 
arrive. 
They bring money with them for the 
purpose of settling down on a few sore* 
of land in your attractive climate and 
making for themjclvqs a picturesque 
and attractive home. 
They are able to 
gratify aoy taste they msy have in the 
way of location, and if a piece of land 
strikes their fancy, the matter of a few 
hundred dollars an acre more or less 
does not cut much of a figure. They do 
not purchase the laud for the purpose 
of making money out of it, but to 
make aa ornamental home. Moreover, 
the class of suoh people which you have 
to draw upon is so large, that I see no 
reason why this “ boom,1 as it is Oftlled, 
should not continue indefinitely, with 
an ever increasing volume of immigra­ 
tion of that class of wealthy retired 
Easterners whose friends have settled 
here, and written to them of the attrao 
tious which Southern California offers.” 
Notwithstanding all that I have shove 
written, I do not advise people to sell 
oat and move here. I only say come 
and see, then aot on your owu judg­ 
ment. 
They are not a few who belive that 
the Queen City of the Pocilio will be 
Los Angeles and that in population it 
will outnumber aoy other city on the 
oosst. 
The future of Southern Califor­ 
nia is aa bright and permanei\t as its 
sunshine ana its climate.

OUR RAILROADS. 


Los Angeles, Tlie Indian­ 
apolis of the Southwest, 


GREAT AND GROWING TRAFFIC 


Improvements of the Past Year and 
Plans for the New Yeur. 
A Bright Prospect. 


The railroads of Los Angeles, like 
those of all modern cities, are the arte­ 
ries through whioh all the life blood of 
the commerce, trade and prosperity flow. 
The grass grew in the main thorough­ 
fares of the old Pueblo until in the early 
seventies the Southern Pacific Company 
osme in with their line and made this 
the metropolis of the new southwest 
In the last couple of years of the sixties 
decade a line of road about twenty miles 
long was built from Wilmington harbor 
to the oity. 
All the trade of this com­ 
munity at that time was done with San 
Francisco, and this little Hue of road 
served to oonneot the city with vessels 
which did the oarrying trade. 
Later, 
Senator John P. Jones set iu and bailt 
some sixteen miles ef road from Santa 
Monies to Loe Angeles, the terminus at 
the ocean being tbe old wharf which was 
torn down when Jones sold out to the 
Somhern Paoiiic Company. The inten­ 
tion of the enterprising Senator was to 
oontinue tide road uortheasteriy, through 
the San Gabriel valley, across the desert, 
and into the mining conotry of Inyo, 
Mono aud Almue couutiee, sad across 
the SUte border through southwestern 
Nevada to Carson or Virginia City. This 
would have made connection between 
Los Augeles and the world by rqcans of 
tha Central Pacific Conifanv. 
But, 
Jones had to sucoomb to the decrees of 
fate in this matter, and his great and 
pnblio spirited enterprise was never 
finished. 
the s. p co. 
Got in here about the time of the great 
Senator’s difficulties and started their 
roads out of the city, one running north 
to crow the great mountain barrier, and 
oonoect with the line from Ban Fran­ 
cisco through the San Joaquin Valley; 
tbe other went eastwaid au l never 
let rest until the Atlantic waters 
were reached at New Orleans at tbe close 
of the seventies década. Jones sold to 
these enterprising people, and thus the 
Santa Monica scheme was never pushed 
further that this city. 
The wharf was 
torn up, end the little line operated suf­ 
ficiently for what troffio developed be­ 
tween that point and this city, ¿on An­ 
gles bad hervoutlet to the world by 
means of the line to San Francisco, aud 
the other to New Orleans. 
This was accomplished io all its com- 
>leteness only a half deeadeogo. 
The 
utare of this oity is clearly outlined in 
the magnitude and the ohauges thus 
brought about by this railroad connec­ 
tion with the world. The S. P. Co. now 
have their depot in Los Angeles. 
It 
oovers an ores of thirty-five acres, tak­ 
ing iu the car yard, shops and other 
periphernalia of the bneiue a that centers 
around it. 
The division immediately connected 
with Los Angeles reaches to Sumner, 
beyond the Tehachepi mountains, aud at 
the very head of the San Joaquin Valley, 
on the north, and eastward to Yuma, 
where the Colorado river forms the boun­ 
dary between California and Arizona. The 
total distanoe is about 300 miles. This 
is under tbe supervision of Gen. E. E 
Hewitt, Division Superintendent, aud 
Col. J. A. Muir, his assistant. 
In tbe 
departments of the Road-Master, W. T. 
Lainbie, and his Chief Clerk Norman 
Eatler; tho department of the bridge 
builders and carpenters, under Thos. 
Humphreys; the osr shops; the freight 
department under W alter Devereaux; 
the machine shops under Master Me­ 
chanic CoW Craig, there are employed 
the greater part of 1000 men. The bridge 
and csrpeoterdepartment embraces about 
100 inen; the Roadmastor Use m this 
one county 150 mm regularly employed; 
at times the Company has thousands or 
men employed in this pert of tbe 
State, as was the case when the Soledad 
Cafiou road was reconstructed last year, 
and as is the case now in Ventura; the 
machiue shop employs 250 men iu one 
capacity or another; then there is tho 
oar shops, the freight department and 
“ 
aoh with a very large gang of 
meu. 
When the pay oar makes its 
regular monthly visit here, the treasury 
is drained to the tune of more than $50,­ 
000. In extraordinary times it disburses 
$100,000 per month. 


CARS AND ENGINES. 
The car yard, in charge of Mr. Rawles, 
embracing as it does thirty-five scree of 
lend, is too small for the accommoda­ 
tion of the company's bqsiaess. 
Tbe 
osrshops and machine snops are, of 
course taken off this area, aud a very 
pleasant place they are indeed. A nice 
oirole of graas with large trees stands on 
the aonth side. Here are pleaeaut seats 
in the shade where the men may sit at 
noon. In the center is the flagpole of the 
company. Ou the north aide of the ma­ 
chine shop, between that and the car- 
shop, ie another 
pretty parterre of 
•flowers which the taste of Mr. Craig is 
greatly embellishing. 
In the yard Bland at any time not less 
than 500 cars of all sorts. In the great 
crnth during the freight war a year ago, 
this count was, perhaps, doubled. There 
are often as many- as 50 Pullman palaoe 
cars here at a time. 
To relieve the oar yard there ia pro­ 
vided a long seriei of ewitohea back of 
Naud’s warehouse, where a great many 
cars are run off to be reloaded. This 
not proving sufficient, other aidiogs have 
been made at the powder house, a 
couple of miles east of the oity and at 
other places. 
A wefck ago tho writer 
saw perhaps 200 fruit can on the Pow­ 
der-house aiding*, whioh had been gath 
ered here to handle the orange crop. 
There are iu tho roundhouse, at the 
f'ard in thia city, or attached to it, 81 
ocomotive engines, of all sorts and 
sizes. There are 15 of these that rango 
at noarly 100 tons each. Many of tLe 
company’s engines are 50 to 60-ton ms- 
chines. There are at times half a hun­ 
dred "iron horses” in the “stables" at 
one time. 
A big foroe of men ia kept 
busy oleaaing and-etherwise attending to 
these. It is strange to he ir the engin­ 
eers aud stokers apeak of these machines 
in their poetioal personifications of their 
pets. The engines are “dead” when out 
uae aud “alive^’ when ready for service. 
After a trip they speak of the conduot 
of the machine aa it it were a sentient, 
Intelligent beiag. 
“ She ran as free as 
air,” or, “she sulked, an cl I had to pet 
and ooax her for hours, all the way in, 
are expressions to be heard every day. 
THE NUMBER OF TRAINS. 
Into thia yard tbe S. P. Co. run each 
day 
upwards 
of 
thirty-five trains, 
and some days the total is as high aa 
fifty. To and from Santa Monioa, Ban 
Pedro, Wilmington and Long Beaoh, 
Downey City, Anaheim and Banta Ana, 
there are daily each way two passenger 
trains; and there are two freights to Ban 
Pedro and one each to Santa Monioa 
and Santa Ana. On these three branoheo 
there are a total of nine trains of all 
sorts aaeh way, or a grand dally total of 
eighteen trains. 
In eaoh train there are 
for psaeangfn, besides the engine, tea 


der and baggage oar, two coaches. 
The 
freight trains haul from four to six 
of all sorts—hat the freight.from San 
Pedro usually ia a “double header,” th at 
is, it takes two engines to haul tha tr¿in, 
and there are often sixty oars. These 
are loaded with ooai aud lumber for tbe 
roost part, bnt they carry all sorta of 
merchandise. 
By reference to en article 
in this issue of the H erald, on (he Port 
of Wilmington, will be seen the arrival 
of ooal and lumber at that place for tbs 
year; most of this comes to this eity by 
cars. This is only branch line trsffiu, 
but with extrae, it will aggregate a store 
of trains moving daily by about a dozen 
engines a total of nearly 150 oars. 
For tho movement east and north 
there will be found to be a total of as 
many more trains, this including those 
of tue C. S. R ’y. There are the “ At­ 
lantic” or east bound expres?, the “ Pa­ 
cific” or west bound ditto, the Colton 


I o o aI or “cannon-ball," and tw° regalar 
trans continental freights each way—all 
S. P. Co.’s trains; then a daily passen 
ger by tbe C. tí. line ¿o Colton and back, 
two daily to San Diego, and return, by 
the same line, and also their daily 
freights. In busy times both lines run 
extrae of all sorts. 
Then there is the 
eastern excursion 
basinets by extra 
traius whioh bring in perhaps each 
mouth during the winter perhaps half a 
score of trains. 
The total movement of 
trains at the new depot will aggregate 
not far short of fifty. The trans-conti- 
uental express trains move a total of 
about a di zen oars each; the Colton aud 
Bau Diego passenger traius movo about 
six cars of all sorts; the freights will 
move each from tweuty-five to sixty 
oars. 
Most of the trans-continental 
trains ore “double-headers,” and many 
of them require one of lh>.< engines to ba 
a “hog,” as the railroad boys call tbe 90 
and 100-ton machines. 
The total movement of nearly fifty 
trains daily causes a handling each day 
of aa average of about 500 cars per day 
at the depot of the S. P. Co. 
The gross tonnage and the kind ef 
merchandise moved, as tabulated by the 
head office of the 8. P. Co. in Ban Fran­ 
cisco for this point, and kiudly furnished 
the H erald tnrough Mr. Mosher, of tbe 
np-town office, will be found in another 
portion of to day’s issue. 


T H E Y E A R ’» IM PR O V EM EN TS. 
Among the improvements of the post 
year the bridge aud carpenter’s depart­ 
ment built a new depot at San Gabriel, 
Puente, Orange, aud Florence; the new 
depot in this eity was greatly enlarged, 
and another is being built at Pomona. 
A new ice house was built in thii oity, 
and a great new bridge at Florones. 
These are all in addition to the rebuild­ 
ing of the Soledad Cafion bridges, and 
those over the two branches of the 
Tejunga, and others washed out by the 
floods of last winter. 
Next year a large addition will be 
made to ihe round house here, and two 
uew iron bridges will be put aoross the 
river at thia point. 
The road master pat in double track 
sidings of some 600 feet each trask at the 
Powder House, a similar siding at Puente 
and Brookside, and another at Savaa- 
nab. El Monte is to have one which 
will be begun in a few days. Tbe track 
from this city to Bpsdra was reballasted 
with plenty of gravel from thq Tejunga 
waffi, and a large part of the rood from 
here to Colton was relayed with steel 
rails. Some twenty-five miles were so 
treated, and there is steel for thirty 
miles o^its way here, which will all be 
laid down between here and Colton. 
The traffic on that part of the line is 
very heavy, as will appea. if one adds up 
the trains as given above. Tbe sum is 
nearly twenty trains a day, or almost 
one for each hour iu the twenty-fouf. 
The steel laid there ia 60 pound rails. 
Then there is the rebuilding of the 
road up the Boledad Cafion last spring, 
which was a great undertaking, and the 
construction of the coast liue from New- 
hall which is now some 15 miles down 
towards Ventura where it will reach 
by the close of tlie spring. 


THE FUTURE. 
The business of this point in railroad 
matters increased last year at least 100 
er cent, over that of the year before, 
.his has created a desire on the part of 
the great A. T. A S. F. Co. to get con­ 
nection with Los Angeles, and enter the 
field as tf powerful competitor of the 
PioneeCToad. 
This system has refiently 
secured a line from St. Louia to Chioago, 
and id s being pushed with great energy 
in the regions near this city, so aa to get 
an independent entrance to this place. 
The A., T. A 8. F. people have dono 
business for ft year past over the lines of 
tbé C. S. and those of tbe 8. P. under a 
lease contract. Tbe C. 8. property is 
practioally owned by the Atchison ey«- 
tem, and the managers of this now de­ 
sire to be independent of the 8. P. 
To 
this end a line is now being built from 
San Bernardino through the San Gabriel 
valley. 
Readers of the H kkald are 
well informed coucerning thia movement. 
Tbe grading is done some nine miles out 
of San Bernardino by way of Ontario 
towards Pomona. By the first of March 
a whole line via Mud 8pring\ Covina or 
Citras, Duarte and Pasadena will be 
graded to tbu new depot grounds re­ 
cently secured by this company in the 
Bigelow place at tbe foot of Fir<t street 
on the river. 
The associates of the 
same people have another line well under 
way from San Bernardino via Riverside, 
Arlington, the Santa Ana Cafion, Aua- 
hsim and the Santa Ana Valley, over the 
Laguna ranch, to the same terminal 
point. A line is aleo under way to eariy 
this connection to tide water at the new 
harbor at La Ballons. 
Nor are these 
enterprises whose inception is thus no­ 
ticed, all tne projects of the great system 
to be known os the Chioago and Califor­ 
nia Railway. There are other feeders 
for the trunk in contemplation. 
From 
Anaheim a branch is to be run to San 
Diego. One may be built to Wilming­ 
ton by way of Loug Beaoh. 
And there 
are still others less clearly defined so far 
os any pnblio information is concerned. 
This uew rival has awakened the old 
pioneer corporation to new activity so 
as to preservo their interests in this 
section. 
They will no doubt go in vig­ 
orously with the Coast line until it 
reaches Santa Barbara. Little ia known 
as yet of detiuite plans on tho part of 
the S. P. But it is very likely they will 
make a very strenuous effort to tap all 
the points of this great valley with 
feeders to tbe trunk line. 
One will go 
to 
San Diego, via Santa Ana, and one 
is Bpoken of to run from Sboi b’s Station 
by La Caftado to San Fernando. From 
the main line all the way t» Colton 
spurs 
will also be ehot out north 
and south at many points. 
From San 
Gabriel one may go to Monrovia, and 
from 
Puente one ie spoken of to the 
mouth of the Ban Gabriel Cafion. From 
Colton three or four epurs are likely 
to be built. 
One from El Monte, via 
via the Old Misaif x to Los Nietoe and 
Faltón Wells is not improbable.

The depot hotel of the S. P. Co. wae 
much enlarged last year, and ie doing 
well.

It la tbalataBtion to carry tbe road on 
to Colton.
